GOV. MATTHEWS ASKS AID. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 8.—As a result of 
the riot at Hammond, Ind., Gov.

The President, through Secretary Lamont, 
replied that the request had been referred 
to Gen. Miles in command of the Depart- 
‘ment of the Missouri, who has full author- 
ity. Gen. Miles has ordered two compa- 
nies of regulars from Newport, Ky., to pro- 
ceed to Hammand. 

Gov. Matthews. also telegraphed Gov. 
Altgeld of Illinois, pointing out the difficul- 
ties State troops have in preserving the 
peace, owing to the State line, and asked 
that troops from either State be permitted 
to cross the line whenever necessary to 
preserve peace and order.

Comparative Quiet at the Lake

CHICAGO, July 8 —Comparative quiet 
prevailed as a rule within the city today, 
though there were, as might have been 
expected, a number of sporadic instances 
where little knots of malcontents gathered, 
became boisterous and were finally scat- 
tered by a charge from the police. A 
number of small mobs formed and went to 
rioting, firing and overturning cars. Heads 
were cracked and small-fry brawls, mostly 
the result of too much bad whisky, were 
frequently reported at police headquarters. 
There was, however, no concerted effort 
at incendiarism or violence, although at 
a number of places individual cars were 
fired, several of which were destroyed.

Chief Brennan at once es the 
message to the Inspector, who detailed a 
squad of thirty police officer’ to the scene 
of the disturbance. The fire department 
had been. called out on three 
different occasions, each time io extin- 
guish flames in freight-cars. Thirteen cars 
were burned. The mob gathered about the 
firemen when they arrived in response to 
an alarm, and greatly interfered in the 
work of extinguishing the fires. The ar- 
rival of the police had but little effect. 
The bluecoats were hooted at and pelted 
with stones. The crowd numbered nearly 
2000 and was made up of the toughest ele- 


other desperate men, whoin the police of 
the Maxwell-street station have had con- 
siderable trouble with, mingled in the mob 
and took an active part in the disturbance. 
The police finally made à determined 
charge and drove the mob to the adjoining 
station and from the freight yards, club- 
bing the leaders freely. The police re- 
mained on duty all the afternoon and the 
strikers were kept from doing further vio- 
lence. 

The mobs commenced to collect early this 
morning in the yards of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy and the Illinois Central 
tracks at Western avenue and Sixteenth 
street. Threats against the railroads and 
denunciation of the police were heard on 
all sides, and it only required the move 
of some leader to start another conflict. 
The police, numbering 150, and three com- 
panies of the Seventh Regiment were on 
duty all last night, and this morning when 
the crowd began gathering, action was at 


once taken to disperse them. The 
men were ‘obstinate and at first 
refused to move. The police offi- 
cers used their clubs with tell- 


ing effect, and in a short time the mobs 
were dispersed. The militia were camped 
in the yards at Western avenue, and. early 
yesterday morning the boys were distrib- 
uted through the yards and instructed to 
deal severely with anyone caught in the 
act of burning or uncoupling. cars. 

Shortly before noon smoke was. seen to 
come from a freight-car on the Wisconsin 
Central tracks. The flretnen were under 
a guard of police officers and had no diffi- 
culty in extinguishing» thé flames. No 
sooner wa#the fire out at that point than 
another was disqgvered two blocks away. 
This was soon extinguished.” Alarms of 
this sort continued throughout the day. 
During the day another mob went to the 
yards of the Panhandle road at Rockwell 
and Sixteenth streets and set fire to a 
number of cars. The yards were poorly 
guarded’ by the police, and when the en- 
gine company arrived its work was. ham- 
pered by ‘the mob until the police were 
reinforced.

Proclamation, 


He Admonishes all Persons in Chicago and 
unnols to Keep the Peace—It is Praé- 
tically a Declaration of Mar- 
tial Law.

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Just before 
midnight. President Cleveland issued the 
following: 

‘Proclamation by the President of the 
United States: Whereas, by reason of un- 
lawful obstructions, combinations and as- 
semblages of persons it has become im- 
practicable in the judgment of the Presi- 
dent to enforce by the ordinary course of 
judicial process the laws of the United 
States within the State of Illinois and the 
city of Chicsgo, within said State, and 

‘“‘Whereas, with the purpose of enforcing 
the faithful execution of the laws of the 
United States and protecting its property 
and removing obstructions: to the United 
States mails in the State and the city 
aforesaid, the President has employed part 
of the military force of the United States. 
Now, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, 
President of the United States, do hereby 
admonish all good citizens and all persons 
who may be or may come within the 
State and city aforesaid, against aiding, 
countenancing, encouraging or taking any 
part in such unlawful obstructions, com- 
binations and assemblages; and I hereby 
warn all persons engaged in or in any way 
connected with such unlawful obstructions, 
combinations and assémblages to disperse 
and retire peaceably to their respective 
abodes on or before 12 o’clock, noon on thg 
9th day of July, inst. 

“Those who disregard this warning and 
persist in taking part with a riotous mob 
in forcibly resisting and obstructing the 
excution of the laws of the United States 
or interfering with the functions of the 
government or destroying and attempting 
to destroy the property belonging to the 
Unitéd States or under its protection, can- 
not be regarded otherwise than as public 


“Troops employed against such a riotous 
mob will act with all moderation and for- 
bearance consistent with the accomplish- 
ment of the desired end, but the necessi- 
ties-that confront them will not with cer- 
tainty permit discrimination between guilty 
participants and those who are mingled 
with them from curiosity and without crim- 
inal intent. The only safe course, therefore, 
for those not actually unlawfully partici- 
pating is to abide at their homes or at. 
least not to be found in the neighborhood 
of riotous assemblages.

Squire cf Washington called at the White 
House and laid befcre the conference a 
telegram froth Mayor Phelps of Seattle, 
stating that he was authentically advised 
that strikers and an industrial army were 
conspiring to cause trouble in Seattle, 
Spokane and Tacoma, and asking that the 
officers of the revenue cutter Grant, now 
in the harbor at Seattle, be instructed. to 
land forces, if necessary, to assist in 
maintaining order. ‘ 

Senator Squire was informed by Secre- 
tary Carlisle that the officers of the Grant 
already had authority to land troops to 
protect government property, but that 
the forces could not be used to maintain 
the peace unless called for by the Gov-. 
ernor. The Senator was assured, how- 
ever, cf the co-operation of the government 
in so far as it had authority. This morn- 
ing Senators Du Bois and Shoup tele 
graphed to Gov. McConnell of Idaho, who 
asked for troops, that it would be neces- 
sary for the Governor to ceftify to the 
President that the local authorities had 
exhausted every means within their power 
to quell the disturbances and that they 
were unable to cope with the situation be- 
fore the government’ could furnish troops. 

The following reply was received: 

BOISE (IDAHO,) July 8, 1894.

presents a different phase from the troubles 
elsewhere, inasmuch as the trouble is not 
connected with the railroad strike and 
the Governor has called for troops. It 
was pointed out to the Senators that the 
Governor must certify that he has ex- 
hausted all ot the resources in his power 
before the President can respond. The 
Senators telegraphed the fact to the Gov- 
ernor with the suggestions how to pro- 
ceed and if he follows them by a formal 
statement in due form, United States 
troops from Fort Sherman will be speedily 
dispatched to Wallace to quell the rioters. 
The only official report that came to the 
White House before noon was a telegram 
from Gen. Miles saying that the night had 
passed quietly in Chicago and that he ex- 
pected no serious trouble today. Of 
course this was encouraging to the ad- 
ministration, and it confirmed Gen. Miles’s 
forecast last evening, when he was in 
communication with Secretary Lamont by 
long-distance telephone. 

Much gratification is felt here at the 
‘issue by. Archbishop Feehan of his circu- 
lar to all Catholic priests enjoining them 
to impress on their congregations the 


obedience to law. It is believed that a 
large proportion of the strikers: are church 
going people and that the Chicago min- 
isters of all denominations today will coun- 
sel their flocks in the line indicated by 
the archbishop.

The general belief is that it is géod 
military practice to maintain a strong 
force of reserves at some central point, 
where they can be forwarded quickly to 
support the detachments at treatened 
points. Fort Sheridan is admirably situ- 
ated for this purpose and while no further 
reinforcements have been ordered today 
everything is in trim to hurry. many 
troops to the front from Gen. Brooke’s 
command at Omaha, where there does not 
appear to be any present necessity for 
their services.

can move advisedly on further transferring 
of troops. 

Nothing has been yet seen at the White 
House of the message said to have been 
addressed to the President last night by 
Messrs. Debs and Sovereign. The pub- 
lished report in the newspapers has, of 
course, been noted, but until the formal 
communication comes to hand the Presi- 
dent will take no cognizance of the letter.

WALLACE (Idaho,) July 8.—The trouble 
which resulted in the killing of John 
Kneebone, a blacksmith at the Gem mine, 
on July 3, originated in his giving damag- 
ing testimony against the strikers in their 
trials for rioting here two years ago. A 
month ago he and about thirty others were 
blacklisted by the miners’ unions ef Gem 
and Burke, and their employers were re- 
quested to discharge them. The mine- 
owners refused either to discharge or pro- 
tect them, allowing them to take their 
own chances. About half a dozen left at 
the time, the rest remaining on. 

On July 3 about forty masked men, 
armed th rifles, went to the town of 
Gem and shot Kneebone. Other men, whom 
they saw in the mines and mills, wero 
warned and hid themselves. They took 
Superintendent R. W. Kneil, William 
Crummer, the mine foreman, and two 
others and marched them to the Montana 
line, where they made them take an oath 
never to return to the Coeur d' Alene coun- 
try, and left them. Their captors returned 
to Gem and Burke, Knowing the difficulty 
of securing evidence against the assassins, 
nothing has been done toward their ar- 
rest, although the crime was witnessed by 
at least one hundred and fifty people. f 

Today Gov. McConnell offered $1000 for 
their conviction. Twelve or fifteen of the 
blacklisted have left since the killing. 
Both Wallace and Wardner have been in 
a condition of suspense and distrust for 
the past four days, as other threats have 
been made. Every citizen is,taking pre- 
cautions for his own protection. Every mine 
except two have closed dewn, and these 
are likely to close. Troops have been 
called for. An attempt was made to blow 
up the Bunker Hill electric power-house 
yesterday morning, but it failed because 
the bomb struck a stump and exploded 
near the building instead of undef it, as 
was intended. The damage has been re- 
paired.

Toward the goal of death 
the best heart can only perform a cer- 
‘tain measure of work, and whether that 
be done by the rapid or slow process de- 
termines the length of days in which it 
is done. Theoretically, therefore, it is 
the fate of these young competitors, who 
| otherwise might be destined for a long 
and active existence, to succumb or break 
| down long before the sun of their life has 
reathed its full meridian; and, practically, 
this so far has been the fate of all who 
have endeavored under e applause of 
their unthinking comrades to do what 
nature has not constructed them for do- 
ing, without risk and without. ultimately 
proclaiming to them in a voice even 
stronger than theirs that she after all 
is the arbitress of their destinies.” 


ABOUT HORSES. ~ 
One of the most common sayings on the 


to be ‘good,’ is that ‘he can go the route,’ 
and one of the rarest things in racing is a 
horse that can stay a mile,“ says a writer 
in Clark’s Horse Review. ‘ 

In running it is the fact that the ma- 
jority of horses cannot last six furlongs, 
and in trotting it is no less a fact that 
the average horse tires after going at the 
top of his speed once from wire to wire. 
This may doubtless be questioned, but 
men so expert in their profession as they 
who trained the first three-year-old to beat 
2:10, the first two-year-old to beat 2:20, 
the first horse or mare to beat 2:08%, the 
first three-year-old to trot as fast as 2:18, 
and the driver of three stallion champions 
have said to the writer that the trotter 
that trots for all that is in him from wire 
to wire, to put it in the words that one of 
these gentlemen used, ‘needs a rest more 
than another heat in twenty minutes.’ 

There is just so much brush in a horse, 
and gait has not a little to do with it. 
Take animals like Goldsmith Maid, Pixley, 
Vic H., Senator Conkling, etc., and their 
foulness of action enabled them to go heat 
after heat where a pure-gaited one would 
tire, while horses like Alvin, Smuggler and 
the little mares of the old-time Lulu and 
May Queen, not to mention faster and 
more recent examples, wear out through 
the very laboriousness of their action. 
Leaving out, however, the ‘shifty’ gaited 
ones and those of faulty and lumbering 
gait there are left trotters like Alix, Krem- 
lin, Arion, Sunol and others that might be 
named, that have speed enough to tire in 
half a mile—and this is said in no wise as 
a reflection. Firenzi Was as the best running 
mare of her day at a mile and a half, but 
we have seen a sprinter carry her so fast 
a half that she was done; and other sim- 
ilar instances might be cited. It has been 
said that nothing will so quickly offend a 
man as an aspersion on his wife or his 
horse. and so it might not be well to be 
specific, but at least two of the living | 
champions were so pure gaited and so fast 
that they could trot themselves to a stand- 
still in half a mile, and either could go a 
quarter in thirty seconds better. 

But, under the present usages of racing, 
is purity of gait really an advantage? Ac- 
cepting it is as a fact, which it assuredly is, 
that a horse can relieve himself (or her- 
self, as the case may be) by handy jumps, 
by “skiving’’ and skipping, will outlast 
a pure-gaited one that trots or paces 
purely, are the rules as to the judgment 
of heats adequate and sufficiently specific 
to be just? Every man who has “followed 
the circuit’’ to any extent has repeatedly 
seen good honest horses beaten by the 
hopping, handy kind; has seen the judges, 
perhaps, against their better judgment, 
but following the letter of the rules, award 
money, and has felt that a wrong in rac- 
ing has been done. Yet all was according 
to rule. 

“The rules prescribe that a horse de- 
parting from the gait at which the race 
is supposed to be contested must be taken 
back by the driver promptly, but this is 
applied only to running, to trotting in 
pacing races and to pacing in trotting 
races, and not always to those. Indeed, 
we once saw at quite a pretentious track 
a horse win a heat pacing in a trotting 
race, the 3 prominent citizens and 
worthy men of every day, failing to ob- 
serve the incongruity of gait. But in the 
perfect harness racing time that is, as all 
hope, to come, will not purity of gait count 
for something, and will not Jumping.“ 
hopping, skipping, running behind, and 
all false action and unfair advantage at 
speed be considered? 

“The professional judge, however, must 
make his advent before the day of justice 
for the horse of pure and honest gait, and 
this consideration is one that weighs much 
with those who wish to see trained men 
always in the stand.“ :

Complicated System of Striking Averages on 
Grain and Cotton—Devices Used to 
Anticipate Official Announce- 
mont—Offictal Etiquette. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—(Special Cor- 
fespondence.) The Merchants’ Exchange 
of St. Louis has been flooding Washington 
with telegrams demanding an investiga-

in advance of public announcement. Be- 
fore Secretary Morton came into office 
the grain speculators chroughout the coun- 
try had been trying for years to have the 
chief statistician .of the government, J.

have correspondents. everywhere keeping 
their readers informed of crop conditions. 
The government report, however, has still 
a double value—it. covers more territory 
than any merchant or speculator or daily | 
newspaper could afford to cover; and it 
has a check on all reports, so that no 
combination to inflate or depress the price 
of grain is possible through the reports 
which céme from the government corr 
| 
There are two sets of reports which 
to the Agricultural Department from 
2 grain districts. These reports are 
made by volunteer correspondents, who re- 
celve for their services copies of all the 
department reports. The second set of re- 
ports comes from another corps of volun- 


teer correspondents, but these men write 


to the department direct. The chief statis-

As to the State averages mechanically 
obtained, they are figured out in half a 
dozen rooms, the clerks of which hold no 
communication with each other, and the 
work is so distributed that it would re- 
quire collusion betwoen clerks of all the 
_ Offices to obtain even a State Average in 
advance of its publication. These pre- 
cauticns are necessary, because there is 
a constant offort being made by grain spec. 
ulators all over the céuntry to obtain ad- 
‘vance news from the department; for the 
publication of the government average fre- 
- quently influenees the speculative market. 
It does not influence the market so much 
as it did when the department report was 
the only reliable source of information 
about the crops; But the operators in 
grain who cry'“‘fraud”’ now would be per- 
fectly, willing to pay $500 or $1000 at any

Various devices have been used to an- 
ticipate the government report. Before the 
telegraph office was established in the de- 
partment there was a great race on foot 
and on horseback to rech the wire with 
the first copy of the report, The press as- 
sociations and the telegraph companies 
were in flercd competition with the agents 
of merchants and speculators in New Vork 
and Chicago, and there was a lively race 
of the messengers. For a long time one 
of the s pees gained a decided ad- 
vantage by having a private wire strung 
to a lumber office not far from the depart- 
ment’ building. While the messengers were 
speeding to the regular telegraph offices, 
a copy of the report was dropped by one 
of them at this improvised telegraph sta- 
tion and the messenger kept right on with 
another copy to the regular office, where 
it was duly filedwand sent. But long be- 
- fore the regular dispatch reached New 
York the report dropped at the lumber

The growers who are preparing to 
dry and care for their fruit without the in- 
dervention of middle men, and to keep the 
preserved product until it can be moved 
to market, will doubtless find a good way 
out of the slough of despond in which less 
able and enterprising neighbors may. re- 
main stuck. It has been suggested that 
drying can be advantageously done on 
commission by those who have the pre- 
serving plants already established, the risk 
of future sale and shipment to be re- 
tained by the owner of the fruit: As dark 
as the prospect may seem it can be 
brightened by the exercise of good judg- 
ment and the determination to make the 
best of the situation.
